century, 
Tbcy were, mining and agri- 


cultural people, and their descendants 
to-day follow tho name callings that their 
ancestors did. Lancaster ffus laid out 
in 172!), and was iho fourth county in 
State. 
It contains 928 square miles, 


tho value of the farms it estimated at 
about *80,000,000; of its agricultural 
product*, nearly $20,000,000; and its 
minerals, some $lf!,000,ftOO. 
The pop- 


ulation is about 226,000. The farms 
are umall, tram 50 to 100 acres gener- 
ally, a farm of 200 ncrea bclngtcry rare, 
These are seldom »old. They are hand- 
ed down from Bire to non — the Ponnnyl- 
vania, Dutch, as they are commonly 
named, being among the mont indusiri- 
ou», ronseiTstive of people. Thi'j have 
changed vsry little in the list 150yeam, 
having tho Mnie notions, habits, and 
prejudice* that they Ifad a centaay ago. 
They arc not enlightened in any sense; 
but they work hard, pay their debts, 
pronpor materially, and mind their own 
business.

ties in tho whole Republic is said to ba 
Lancaster county, Fa., originally settled 
by MennonileB, 5ioruvians,and Dunkcm, 
who fled from Germany and Holland to 
avoid persecution during tho eighteenth 
century. 
They were mining and agri- 


cultural people, and their descendants 
to-day follow tho namo callings that their 
ancestors did. 
Lancaster wi»s laid out 


in 172!), and was tho fourth county in 
State. 
It contains 928 iiquare miles, 


tho value of the farmn il estimated at 
about 180,000,000; of its agricultural 
product)), nearly $20,000,000; and its 
minerals, some 116,000,000. The pop- 
ulation is about 226,000. The farms 
are small, from 50 to 100 acrei gener- 
ally, a farm of 200 acres bolngvory rare. 
These are seldom sold. They are hand- 
ed down from (lire to non—the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch, as they are commonly 
named, being among the most industri- 
ous, condemtive of people. They have 
changed very little in the list 150 year*, 
having tho name notions, habits, and 
prejudices that they Bad a cenluay ago. 
They arc not onlightenpd in any sense; 
but they work hard, pay their debts, 
pronpor materially, and mind their own 
business. 
If the Americano generally 


understood fanning as they do, this 
country would be the garden of tho 
world.
